A 39-year-old man has been charged 
with the murder of a Northampton 
pet shop worker 22 years ago. 

Stuart Jenkins, of Ossett in West 
Yorkshire, was charged yesterday with 


the murder of 76-year-old Arthur 
Brumhill. 

He has been remanded in custody 
and will appear at Northampton 
Magistrates Court today (May 21). 

Mr Brumhill was found dead in the 
basement at Denton’s Pet and Garden 
Store in Wellingborough Road, 


Northampton, where he worked, on 22 
January 1993. 

A tyre leve and a small amount of 
money were taken in the incident. 

Police believe Mr Brumhill had let 
the person in as there were no signs of 
a forced entry into the shop.

Reporter Lawrence John speaks 
to Cllr Christopher Groome about 
being the last of the independent 
councillors on the county council 


The slogan for the birth of a daily 
newspaper in Britain once asked 
‘Are you independent? Followed by 
the answer ‘it is.’ 

Patrick McGoohan in the cult 
1960s television series The Prisioner 
was heard to shout: ‘I am not a num¬ 
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ber, I am a free man’ 

For Cllr Christopher Groome, he is 
independent and a free man - espe¬ 
cially from the party machines, 
independent of any financial back¬ 
ing from a party. An independent is 
their own man or woman when it 
comes to representing the people. 

Christopher Groome is the last of 
the independents on Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council, represent¬ 
ing Burton Latimer. 

He is also an independent council¬ 
lor on Burton Latimer Town Council 
and was an independent on 
Kettering Borough Council. 

He stood in the recent borough 
council elections but was not elect¬ 
ed but his wifeRuth, who had been 
on the council, was re-elected. 

Cllr Groome was first elected to 
Burton Latimer Urban District 
Council in 1974 and two years later 
was elected to Kettering Borough 
Council. 

He stood for the election to the 
county council for the first time in 
2005, but was only elected four years 
later in 2009 when he ousted the sit¬ 
ting Conservative councillor.

Speaking about why he got 
involved in politics as an independ¬ 
ent, he said: “I felt a lot of people had 
helped me during my life in Burton 
Latimer and I wanted to give some¬ 
thing back to the community. By 
standing for council this was how I 
was going to help. 

“The two satisfying aspects of 
helping is the fact you can help 
change people’s lives by helping 
them sort out a problem. 

“You also get to see the results of 
your interventions which has helped 
the community. Years ago I used to 
work in London, close to the heart of 
government, and the senior civil 
servants had no idea what life was 
like for ordinary people. 

“A lot of the MPs too have never 
done a real job. They have gone from 
research assistant or they are para¬ 


chuted into a constituency to 
become an MP.” 

He admitted that without the sup¬ 
port of a political party it was tough 
for the independent as you became 
your own support team. 

Cllr Groome added: “Standing as 
an independent means at an elec¬ 
tion you have to work 25 per cent 
harder than a party candidate. 

“In order to do this and to get on 
committees I have to form a group 
with others, Tony Clarke in the last 
council and UKIP in this one.” 

“This helps keeping us informed of 
what is happening as there are no 
other independents elected to team 
up with.” 

He hopes one day in the future one 
of this three sons will fly the Groome 
flag as a councillor and as an inde¬ 
pendent.

Strike chaos for 
rail users looms

Northampton commuters 
are bracing themselves for 
major disruption to rail ser¬ 
vices over the Bank Holiday. 

Network Rail workers will 
be going on strike at 5pm on 
Bank Holiday Monday, May 
25, for 24 hours, in a row over 
jobs and pay. 

It is the first all-out rail 
strike in 20 years, and will see 
signallers, maintenance staff 
and station workers walk out. 

Staff will also refuse to work 
overtime for 48 hours from 
Monday morning. 


The RMT union said 
employees have concerns 
about safety issues at work, 
and insist the company’s lat¬ 
est pay proposals are an 
“attack” on workers’ living 
standards. 

Network Rail bosses said 
the strike action was holding 
the public to ransom. 

The biggest impact will be 
felt on Tuesday, when people 
will be returning to work 
after the holiday. 

Commuters from the region 
are being advised to use 
alternative travel arrange¬ 
ments, and to allow extra 
time for getting to work. 


Many people will be travel¬ 
ling home on the Bank 
Holiday, and these are being 
warned to avoid the 5pm 
walkout. 

The strike will affect ah ser¬ 
vices from stations in the 
region.

A 39-year-old man has 
been charged with the 
murder of a 
Northampton pet shop 
worker more than 22 
years ago. 

Stuart Jenkins, of 
Ossett in West Yorkshire, 
was charged yesterday 
with the murder of 
76-year-old Arthur 
Brumhill at the Denton’s 
Pet and Garden Store in 
Wellingborough Road, 
on January 21, 1993. 

He has been remanded 
in custody and will 
appear at magistrates 
court on May 21. 

Mr Brumhill was found 
dead in the basement of 


the former pet and gar¬ 
den centre where he 
was a part-time worker. 

Police said the previ¬ 
ous evening an eyewit¬ 
ness saw what he thought 
was the shopkeeper and 
another man, who 
appeared to be a friend, 
in the shop. 

At 8.30am the next day 
a shop assistant arrived 
to find Mr Brumhill’s 
body with several heavy 
blows to the head. 

Police believe Mr 
Brumhill had let the per¬ 
son in. There were no 
signs of a forced entry 
into the shop. 

A tyre lever and a small 
amount of money were 
taken in the incident. It 
is believed the killer 
escaped through an 


upstairs window. 

Fourteen arrests were 
made at the time, but 
nobody was charged. 

Speaking when the 
murder inquiry was re¬ 
launched in 2013, Mr 
Brumhill’s daughter Sue 
Blake said: “Though my 
father was murdered 20 
years ago, not a day goes 
by when I don’t think of 
him and of the brutal 
way his life was ended. 

“If anybody has any 
information they have 
been withholding over 
the past two decades for 
whatever reason, please 
please come forward. It 
could be the missing 
piece of the jigsaw the 
police need, so that as a 
family we can at last 
have some closure.”

PC Chris Bates was 
driving along the car¬ 
riageway on Sunday 
evening taking a pris¬ 
oner into custody, when 
he spotted an Audi which 


appeared to have broken 
down in traffic. So he 
closed off two lanes to 
protect the car. 

PC Bates said: “I 
thought the car had bro¬ 
ken down, but then I saw 
the mother and father 
jump out and rush to 
their seven-year-old girl. 


“She was having a fit 
and had stopped breath¬ 
ing. She literally died in 
front of me. So I carried 
out some CPR and she 
came back. It was very 
emotional.” 

The girl was taken to 
hospital and is expected 
to make a full recovery.

County’s global 
business booms

The value of goods shipped abroad by local 
businesses, which has been made possible 
with the assistance of Northamptonshire 
Chamber of Commerce, has nearly doubled 
to £300million in 2014/15 compared to the 
previous year. 

Latest export statistics from the Chamber 
show that during 2013/14, Northamptonshire 
Chamber’s International Trade Team pro¬ 
cessed 14,794 export documents for local 
businesses - equating to a 15% increase on 
the previous year. This enabled £162m worth 
of products and services to be sent to world¬ 
wide destination. 

During 2014/15 the International Trade 
Team processed 15,275 export documents for 
local businesses- enabling around £300m 
worth of goods to be sent to worldwide desti¬ 
nations. 


The results have been released to coincide 
with Export Week, which runs from 18 to 22 
May, and is organised by UK Trade & 
Investment(UKTI). 

Last year, Northamptonshire Chamber 
helped over 700 local businesses to provide 
the necessary paperwork to export goods out 
of the country. 

Paul Griffiths, Chief Executive of 
Northamptonshire Chamber, said: “We’re 
seeing a significant rise in the value of goods 
and services being exported out of the county 
and this is fantastic news. 

“Exports is an area where firms in 
Northamptonshire perform strongly and that 
has been supported by high levels of business 
confidence, both of which have been reflect¬ 
ed in our quarterly economic surveys. 

“We need to encourage more businesses 
to think about becoming a global brand and 
the new Government needs to take more 
steps to remove any barriers to trading over¬ 
seas.” 


Villagers to unite in protest against warehouse plan 


Furious villagers fighting 
plans for an ‘enormous’ dis¬ 
tribution centre near to their 
homes are to unite in a pro¬ 
test walk. 

Kitchen suppliers Howdens 
has submitted a plan to build 
a new 2.67 million square foot 
distribution centre next to 


junction 15 of the Ml, near 
Northampton. 

The site sits on the border of 
Collingtree, near to Grange 
Park and Milton Malsor, but 
despite being told the centre 
would safeguard 580 jobs, the 
villagers are objecting to the 
plans. 


Fears have been raised 
about the effects of air pollu¬ 
tion from the extra lorries, 
and the travel chaos from the 
increase in traffic. 

The protest takes place 
10am on June 7, at the 
entrance to the footpath on 
Barne Lane, Milton Malsor.

Asbestos cancer risks 
must not be played down 

Following reports from Hemel 
Hempstead that teenagers are climb¬ 
ing on asbestos roof panels, I’d like to 
warn parents of the real potential 
dangers to their children’s health. 

As the General Manager of the UK 
Asbestos Training Association 
(UKATA), I am all too aware of the 
prevalence of asbestos in many pub¬ 
lic areas and buildings, and the fact 
that children are using the sites as 
play areas is a big cause for concern. 

Even though asbestos is no longer 
used as a building material it is the 
biggest workplace killer in the UK 
and much of it still remains. When 
left undisturbed it is harmless, but 
when asbestos-containing materials 
are damaged or disturbed (e.g by 
climbing on them) particles are 
inhaled to potentially deadly effect 
causing such diseases as mesothelio¬ 
ma, an incurable form of can- 
^ cer which doesn’t surface 
until up to 20 years after 
initial exposure. 
Parents should be 
vigilant as to their 
children playing 
around disused 
buildings as there is a 
high likelihood they 
contain the deadly 
carcinogen. UKATA is 
Y the leading training 
body for the safe handling 
and removal of asbestos; you 
can see our full list of certified 
training providers at www.ukata.

Lidl plan for 
gas works

Discount supermarket Lidl 
has submitted plans to build 
a new store at the gasworks 
site near Northampton town 
centre. 

The German food store 
chain, which has five stores 
dotted around the county, is 
proposing to build the store 
on the southern gasholder 
site nexttoB&Q, onTowcester 
Road. 

A Lidl spokesperson said: 
“We have submitted a plan¬ 
ning application to build a 
new Lidl store on the gas 
holder site, Towcester Road 
and are looking forward to 
the council’s decision. We’d 
like to thank local residents 
for their support and hope to 


update them soon.” 

No details have yet been 
announced as to how many 
jobs it would create, when 
building work would start 
and finish, or what the store 
would look like. 

The southern gasholder was 
one of two gasholders divided 
by Towcester Road - one next 
to St Peters roundabout and 
the other next to B&Q. 

The landmark National Grid 
gasholder was demolished in 
spring 2014 after it stopped 
storing gas from 2012. 

The gasworks served 
Northampton until the 1960s, 
burning coal to create town 
gas. But the discovery of 
cleaner North Sea natural gas 
meant that manufacturing 
at the site was no longer 
needed.

I have a mountain bike but, with all due 
respect to the Mounts area of 
Northampton, there are no mountains in 
our county. 

Despite this I still feel that going off-road 
with chunky tires is a better way to enjoy 
two wheels than riding around with all 
that traffic.

Vauxhall ADAM 

Take a look inside ... 


The Vauxhall ADAM Rocks Air 
is a car that doesn’t take itself 
too seriously and is the perfect 
antidote to the usual boring 
superminis. With jacked-up body 
styling and a sliding soft top roof, 
this car is at its best with the 
turbocharged 1.0-litre three- 
cylinder engine. 

The ADAM Rocks Air is 
available with a choice of three 
engines. The 70PS 1.2-litre 
engine and the 87PS 1.4-litre 
engine we’ve seen before and 
very serviceable units they are. 
Of more interest is the 
introduction of a 1.0-litre 
three-cylinder powerplant, 
good for I 15PS thanks to its 
turbocharger. 

It’s the first Vauxhall to get 
this engine, which is the main¬ 
stay of the fourth generation 
Corsa range. When plumbed 
into the open-topped ADAM, 
it’s capable of getting to 62mph 
in under 10 seconds. 

Unlike most three-cylinder 
units, it’s been designed to of¬ 
fer excellent refinement, with 
the characteristic warble of a 
three-pot only really audible 
when you mash the throttle. 
With 170Nm available at just 
1,800rpm, it’s a more relax¬ 


ing engine than you’d imagine, 
albeit with a slightly elastic feel 
to the throttle response. 

As car enthusiasts, we tend 
to be drawn towards all that is 
authentic and worthy and have 
a healthy scepticism for any¬ 
thing that looks like marketing 
puff. On that basis, we ought 
to abhor the Vauxhall ADAM 
Rocks Air. Nobody needs a 
convertible that plays at being a 
4x4 supermini. It appears to be 
the work of a rather desperate 
marketing department playing 
catch up. Despite these initial 
suspicions, the car emerges as 
something surprisingly likeable. 
Don’t take it too seriously and 
it’s a vehicle that has a lot going 
for it. It looks interesting, it’s 
well equipped and that 1.0-litre 
engine is a belter. 

Perhaps at times we’re guilty 
of overanalysing; taking things a 
little too seriously. The Vauxhall 
ADAM Rocks Air is the perfect 
antidote to this tendency. It’s a 
car that wryly pokes fun of the 
typical car anorak. Life’s serious 
enough as it is. If we all bought 
on rational grounds, we’d prob¬ 
ably all be driving Golfs. Here’s 
a car that celebrates a little 
irrationality. More power to it.

Levi fell for 26 when he tried to 
pull Arshad and gloved a leg-side 
catch to wicket keeper Mustard. 

Finally, Adam Rossington drove 
former England all rounder Paul 
Collingwood to deep cover just 



before the rain arrived. 

Afridi, nicknamed Boom Boom 
due to his big hitting, didn’t have a

“We were well beaten,” said

Dorian West thinks 
Northampton Saints hold the 
edge over Saracens as the 
Premiership rivals prepare to 
clash in a make or break play¬ 
off semi-final on Saturday.

The latter victory crowned 
Northampton as champions 
of England for the first time 
and Saints have also won both 
Premiership encounters this 
season, including a 25-20 win 
in Milton Keynes last month 
on route to topping the table. 

West knows that despite 
these successes any psycho¬ 
logical advantage will count 
for nothing if Saints don’t put 
in a good performance at 
Franklin’s Gardens this week¬ 
end, while limiting their mis¬ 
takes. 

“We’ve had a quite a few 
encounters with them recent¬ 
ly, it’s been very close but I 
think we’ve edged it slightly,” 


said the forwards coach. 

“It’s a game we’re going into 
knowing we can win if we play 
properly, but Saracens are a 
proper side. They’re a big 
squad of players and they’re 
an ambitious club so it won’t 
be easy. 

“All the games we’ve played 
against them, they’re always 
very competitive. They pride 
themselves on certain things 
in their game, they’re a very 
good, confident team and they 
think they should be winning 
the big games. 

“We just need to play an all¬ 
round game. They kick a lot, or 
they have in the past, and they 
put you under pressure to 
make mistakes. It’s down to us 
to make sure we limit the 
number of mistakes we make 
and we impose ourselves on 
them.” 

After keeping the majority of 
the squad that won both the 
Premiership and European 
Challenge Cup last season, 
West said the experience of 
coming out on top in huge 
encounters has made Saints a 
better side and improved the 
players’ ability of dealing with 
big game pressure.
